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The world’s first oil-producing 
drilled well was established 
here by Edwin L. Drake in 1859. 
The Drake Well replica on the 
original site, the museum and 
the working oil machinery 
throughout the park depict the 
once booming Pennsylvania oil 
industry. Drake Well is off Pa. 8 
in Venango County, near 
Titusville. (814) 827-2797. 
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On this brig, the 28-year-old 
Captain Oliver Hazard Perry 
declared: ‘‘We have met the
